US  urges  positive  Israeli  signal  on  NPT 


THE  US  would  prefer  that  Isra¬ 
el  signal  its  intention  to  at  least 
consider  signing  the  nuclear 
Non-Proliferation  Treaty  (NPT) 
in  the  future,  a  senior  Clinton 
administration  official  said 
yesterday. 

He  said  this  would  encourage 
Egypt  and  other  non-aligned 
states,  including  Arab  nations, 
to  commit  themselves  to  the 
NPT  extension  when  it  comes  up 
for  renewal  in  April,  he  said. 

Egypt  has  been  urging  other 
Arab  countries  to  consider  not 
signing  the  extension,  nor  the 
chemical  weapons  treaty,  unless 
Israel  first  commits  itself  to 
NPT. 

The  US  has  begun  to  mobilize 
on  this  issue.  Just  two  weeks 
ago,  Thomas  Graham,  deputy 
director  of  the  Arms  Control 
and  Disarmament  Agency,  paid 
a  quiet  visit  here,  as  well  as  to 
Egypt,  to  discuss  this  issue.  CIA 
Director  James  Woolesy  also 
visited  the  region  about  the 
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same  time. 

The  NPT  extension  will  ap¬ 
parently  be  on  Vice  President 
AI  Gore’s  agenda,  when  he  vis¬ 
its  both  countries  next  month. 
The  Gore  visit,  which  has  yet  to 
be  officially  announced,  is  os¬ 
tensibly  to  help  Cairo  better  use 
its  $2.3  billion  in  US  assistance. 

The  administration  official 
stressed  that  the  US  is  not  insist¬ 
ing  Israel  sign  NPT  now.  ‘  We 
would  like  an  indication  that  Is¬ 
rael  is  ready  to  discuss  this  issue 
at  some  point  in  the  future.  We 
certainly  are  sensitive  to  Israel's 
concerns  now.” 

He  said  should  Israel  demon¬ 
strate  “some  movement”  on  this 
issue,  it  would  be  “preferable  to 
the  collision  course  we  are  now 
on  with  Egypt.” 

Israel,  Pakistan,  and  India  are 
among  the  few  states  which  have 
refused  to  sign  NPT.  The  treaty 
includes  a  commitment  to  open 


up  facilities  for  international  in¬ 
spection.  Jerusalem  has  charged 
that  signing  NPT  is  not  a  guar¬ 
antee  of  anything,  since  Iraq  is  a 
signatory  but  nonetheless  tried 
to  acquire  nuclear  weapons. 

Graham  said  the  US  has  not 
given  up  on  Israel  joining  NPT. 
“The  prospects  for  Israel  join¬ 
ing  NPT  become  enhanced  by 
the  strength  of  the  NPT  regime 
and  its  durability.  So  the  US 
would  argue  that  if  the  treaty  is 
made  permanent,  the  chances 
are  better  for  Israel  eventually 
joining  NPT,”  he  told  a  Tuesday 
press  conference  in  Washington 

"We  think  that  the  NPT  is 
very  important  to  the  security  of 
Egypt,"  he  added.  “We  under¬ 
stand  their  regional  concerns, 
and  we  are  trying  to  work  with 
them  to  reach  a  solution  to  their 
concerns  that  will  permit  them 
to  support  making  the  NPT  per¬ 
manent  and  which  will  look  to 


the  future,  as  well,  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  universality  of  member¬ 
ship  and  a  solution  to  the  signifi¬ 
cant  regional  issues  about  which 
rhey  are  concerned.” ' 

Egypt  has  made  Israel’s  sign¬ 
ing  of  NPT  as  rallying  call 
among  other  Arab  and  Third 
World  countries.  Speaking  at 
the  United  Nations  General  As¬ 
sembly  on  September  30,  For¬ 
eign  Minister  Amre  Moussa  said 
Cairo  attached  “great  impor¬ 
tance  to  the  fact  that  Israel-must 
rapidly  undertake  this  step,  as 
we  are  approaching  the  date  of 
the  conference  for  the  review 
and  extension  of  NPT  in  1995.” 
Batsheva  Tsur  adds: 

President  Ezer  Weizman  will 
pay  a  three-day  state  visit  to 
Egypt  next  week.  The  visit  was 
arranged  following  assurances 
thizr  President  Hosni  Mubarak 
would  make  a  reciprocal  visit  in 
the  near  future.  The  date  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  set  during  Weiz- 
man’s  visit. 


WHETHER  the  capital  gains 
tax  goes  ahead  as  planned  or 
not.  Finance  Minister  Avra- 
ham  Shohat  says  he  will  stay 
on  the  job. 

Speaking  at  the  Builders 
and  Contractors  Association 
annual  convention  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem  yesterday,  Shohat  dis¬ 
missed  rumors  that  he  would 
resign  if  the  tax  is  not  imposed 
beginning  next  year. 

“Despite  the  big  newspaper 
headlines,  I  intend  to  be  at 
your  convention  next  year  as 
finance  minister,”  Shohat 
said. 

.  At  the  Knesset  yesterday,  the 
coalition  banded  together  to  de¬ 
feat  a  bill  aimed  at  abolishing  the 
tax,  36-26,  even  though  many  La¬ 
bor  Party.  MKs  have  expressed 
opposition  to  the  legislation,  to 
take  effect  in  two  weeks. 

Shohat  chided  his  colleagues 
for  their  obsession  with  the  tax. 
instead  of  focusing  on  the  really 
important  news,  such  as  the  fact 
that  for  the  first  time  since  1991 . 
the  number  of  job-seekers 
dropped  below  100,000. 

Sticking  to  his  guns,  he  criti¬ 
cized  the  electoral  considerations 
that  have  .been  used  by  tax 
opponents. 

“Zigzagging  on  the  issue,  spec¬ 
ulating  as  to  what  will  happen  in 
November  1996.  and  flinching 
because  of  political  intrigue  and 
fears,  all  mean  fleeing  responsi¬ 
bility,”  Shohat  declared.  “The 
leadership  of  a  country  is  evaluat¬ 
ed  according  to  its  determina¬ 
tion,  its  backbone,  and  its  trust¬ 
worthiness.  Popularity  ratings 
and  political  intrigues  should  not 
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determine  what  needs  to  be 
done." 

To  those  claiming  that  the  time 
is  not  propitious  for  imposing  the 
tax,  Shohat  retorted,  “It's  all 
nonsense.  Whoever  doesn't  want 
the  tax  will  never  find  the  proper 
timing.” 

Later,  speaking  at  the  Knesset 
plenum,  Shohat  expanded  on  the 
theme. 

“A  government  and  political 
parties  which  do  not  stand  behind 
basic  decisions,  a  government 
and  political  parties  which  act  ac¬ 
cording  to  public  opinion  polls, 
governments  like  these*  cannot 
run  the  affairs  of  state,”  he  said, 
addressing  his  own  party  rather 
than  the  opposition. 

“Some  people  [who  oppose  tire 
law}  are  genuinely  concerned, 
others  have  interests  which  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  tax.  Some 
ministers  are  genuinely  con¬ 
cerned,  others  are  motivated  by 
completely  extraneous 
considerations.” 

He  noted  that  the  desire  of  the 
Japanese  to  invest  in  the  stock . 
market  derives  from  the  coun¬ 
try’s  economic  performance  and 
said  the  tax  considerations  are 
irrelevant. 

The  stock  market  remained 
buoyant  yesterday,  as  prices  rose 
on  a  wide  front.  The  Two-Sided 
Index  rose  by  0.9%,  the  Maof 
0.8%,  and  -the  Karam  2.7%. 
Turnover  was  somewhat  higher 
than  usual,  at  NIS  124.5  million. 
(Full  report.  Page  9) 

Despite  attempts  to  stay  out  of 
the  political  fray,  the  Bank  of 


Israel  was  forced  to  break  its  si¬ 
lence  and  came  out  in  support  of 
the  capital  gains  tax  after  reports 
appeared  that  h  opposed  it.  Gov¬ 
ernor  Jacob  Frenkel  said  the  cen¬ 
tral  bank  has  supported  the  tax 
for  many  years  and  that  he  sup¬ 
ports  it. 

A  Gallup  poll,  commissioned 
by  Israel  Radio  and  published 
yesterday,  showed  that  only  36 
percent  of  those  polled  said  they 
oppose  the  tax.  while  32%  sup¬ 
port  it,  and  32%  said  they  did  not 
know. 

Even  among  those  who  invest¬ 
ed  in  the  stock  market  this  year, 
the  opposition  to  the  tax  was  less 
than  unanimous:  58%  of  inves¬ 
tors  oppose  the  tax,  30%  support 
it,  and  12%  are  undecided. 

The  poll’s  most  surprising  find¬ 
ing  was  that  the  wealthier  a  re¬ 
spondent  is,  the  more  he  supports 
the  tax. 

Overshadowing  the  debate  be¬ 
tween  the  opposition  and  the  co¬ 
alition  over  the  anti-tax  bill,  how¬ 
ever,  was  the  debate  within  the 
Labor  Party  over  whether  to  im¬ 
plement  the  tax. 

Economics  Minister  Shimon 
Shetreet,  one  of  tax’s  leading  op¬ 
ponents  in  the  cabinet,  said  he 
had  voted  against  the  bill  because 
be  wanted  the  government  to  be 
responsible  for  shelving  the  law, 
not  the  Likud. 

Shohat  said  he  would  do  every¬ 
thing  possible  to  make  sure  the 
law  takes  effect  as  scheduled  on 
January  1. 

He  later  told  Channel  One  he 
would  not  contact  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Rabin  in  the  Far  East  to 
seek  his  support,  as  the  tax  had 
been  passed  by  the  Knesset. 


Speculation  rife  over  cabinet  reshuffle 


Hussein  abruptly  leaves  Islamic  summit 


KING  Hussein  of  Jordan  quietly 
slipped  out  of  Morocco  yester¬ 
day,  abandoning  an  Islamic 
summit  meeting  after  disputes 
with  the  Palestinians  over  the 
administration  of  holy  sites  in 
Jerusalem. 

Hussein  left  Prime  Minister 
Abdel-Salam  Majali  as  head  of 
Jordan’s  delegation. 

Officials  who  attended  the 
four-hour,  closed-door  meeting 
said  Hussein  decided  to  leave 
after  Moslem  leaders  turned 
down  his  request  that  a  draft 
resolution  on  Jerusalem  include 
recognition  of  his  administrative 
role-  .  . 

The  Palestinians,  backed  by 
Morocco  and  Saudi  Arabia-, 
have  argued  that  such  recogni¬ 
tion  by  the  52-member  Organi¬ 
zation  of  the  Islamic  Conference 
would  have  political  ramifica¬ 
tions  in  the  future  and  undercut

the  Palestinians'  claims  to  the 
city  as  the  capital  of  their  future 
state. 

Hussein  was  the  first  of  nine 
Islamic  leaders  who  addressed 
the  morning  session,  said  the  of¬ 
ficials.  They  said  he  reiterated 
that  Jordan  would  turn  over  cus¬ 
todianship  of  holy  sites  in  Jeru¬ 
salem  to  the  Palestinians  when 
the  final  status  of  the  city  has 
been  determined  in 
negotiations. 

Apparently  eager  not  to  em¬ 
barrass  his  host.  King  Hassan  II, 
Hussein  stayed  uatil  the  meeting 
was  adjourned.  He  then  headed 
to  the  airport  and  flew  to  an  un¬ 
disclosed  destination. 

Several  officials  in  Arab  dele¬ 
gations  said  privately  the  session 
would  deal  mainly  with  calls 
made  by  the  Moroccan  and  Egyp¬ 


tian  leaders  at  Tuesday’s  opening 
session  for  a  drive  to  curb  ex¬ 
tremism  which  has  ''tarnished” 
the  image  of  Islam. 

Iran's  spiritual  leader.  Ayatol¬ 
lah  Ali  Khamenei,  said  yesterday 
he  feared  the  summit  may  be 
pressured  to  adopt  a  pro-Israeli 
stance. 

“I  am  worried  that  the  leaders 
of  the  Moslem  world  now  gath¬ 
ered  in  Morocco  could  be  tricked 
into  adopting  a  stance  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  occupying  Zionist 
regime.”  he  said  in  a  speech  on 
state-run  Teheran  radio. 

Hassan  called  on  the  summit  to 
establish  a  “supreme  body”  to 
decide  what  is  tolerated  and  for¬ 
bidden  by  Islam. 

A  code  of  conduct  to  deal  with 
terrorism  is  expected  to  be  adopt¬ 
ed  bv  the  summit,  which  was  ex¬ 


amining  issues  ranging  from  ob¬ 
stacles  in  the  Middle  East  peace 
process  to  the  situation  of  Mos¬ 
lems  in  Kashmir. 

A  draft  resolution  on  the  plight 
of  Bosnian  Moslems,  approved 
by  foreign  ministers,  hardened 
the  position  of  Islamic  nations. 
They  said  they  are  "ready  to  co¬ 
operate”  with  LtN  members  who 
wish  to  ignore  the  arms  embargo 
that  benefits  Bosnian  Serbs. 


CONFUSION  over  the  eventual 
fate  of  the  capital  gains  tax 
reigned  in  the  Labor  Party  yester¬ 
day.  Speculation  was  rife  that  the 
tax  will  not  be  imposed  as  sched¬ 
uled  and  that,  despite  denials,  a 
cabinet  reshuffle  is  in  the  offing. 

The  speculation  was  fueled  by 
comments  by  party  secretary- 
general  Nissim  ZvilJi,  who  of¬ 
fered  his  assistance  to  Prime  Min¬ 
ister  Yitzhak  Rabin,  should  he. 
opt  for  such  a  reshuffle. 

Zvilli  also  appeared  to  accede 
to  demands  that  the  party  review 
its  policies  and  gear  up  for  the 
next  elections,  in  view  of  its  de¬ 
cline  in  the  polls.  He  told  a  group 
of  MKs  headed  by  Knesset  fac¬ 
tion  chairman  Eli  Dayan  that  he 
might  convene  an  extraordinary 
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session  of  the  party  convention  in 
two  months  to  deliberate  all  party 
policies. 

Zvilli  qualified  his  statements 
by  saying  that  he  does  "not  be¬ 
lieve  that  Rabin  will  reshuffle  the 
cabinet  re-shuffle.  In  fact,  I  per¬ 
sonally  consider  a  reshuffle  high¬ 
ly  unlikely,  but  should  Rabin  de¬ 
cide  in  favor  of  it,  I  will  support 
him  and  do  my  utmost  to  help 
him  win  the  support  he  would 
need  in  party  institutions.” 

His  remarks  generated  rumors 
that  a  reshuffle  is  already  in  the 
works  and  that  it  involves  the  Fi¬ 
nance,  Housing,  Energy.  Trade 
and  Industry,  and  other  portfo¬ 
lios.  However,  some  in  Labor 


maintained  that  Rabin's  govern¬ 
ment  is  too  frail  to  withstand  the 
shocks  of  more  than  a  very  minor 
exchange  of  portfolios. 

Zvilli  added  his  “confidence 
that  Rabin  will  certainly  consult 
with  [Finance  Minister  Avraham} 
Shohat  before  he  makes  any  deci¬ 
sion  on  the  capital  gains  tax.  I 
don’t  know  what  decision  he 
might  make,  but  whatever  it  is,  it 
would  not  make  a  resignation  of 
the  finance  minister 
unavoidable.” 

Meanwhile,  Economics  Minis¬ 
ter  Shimon  Shetreet  continued 
his  attack  on  the  capital  gains  tax. 
“The  sooner  it  is  repealed,  the 
better  for  the  country,  for  the 
national  economy,  and  for  the

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AS  if  the  government  and 
opposition  lacked  enough  current 
issues  to  divide  them,  they  found 
time  yesterday  to  clash  over  the 
personality  of  King  David.

accept  your  Judaism.  The  Torah 
has  70  faces.  Your  face  seems  to 
be  flat  on  the  ground. 

Yosef  Ba-Gad:  But  that  is  not 
Torah  Judaism. 

Gutman:  What  kind  of  Juda¬ 
ism  is  that? 

Peres:  Does  Judaism  say  you 
should  occupy  another  nation,  is 
it  in  favor  of  repressing  another 
nation?  ...  What  kind  of  Judaism 
do  you  preach?

Palestinians  reject 
compromise  on  IDF 
election  withdrawal

FOUR  soldiers  were  wounded  in 
attacks  yesterday  in  the  Gaza 
Strip,  Ramallah,  Nablus,  and 
near  Kalkilya,  the  IDF  said. 

The  upsurge  in  incidents  coin¬ 
cided  with  the  seventh  anniversa¬ 
ry  of  the  founding  of  Hamas,  and 
troops  were  on  alert  for  an  in¬ 
crease  in  attacks.  Israel  is  consid¬ 
ering  imposing  a  full  closure  of 
territories  for  the  weekend,  IDF 
sources  said. 

This  week  also  marks  the  27th 
anniversary  of  the  Popular  Front 
for  the  Liberation  of  Palestine, 
which  is  also  committed  to  con¬ 
tinuing  armed  attacks  on  Israelis. 

Sgt.  Zvi  Freedman  was  stabbed 
near  the  Ganei  Tal  settlement  in 
the  Gaza  Strip  by  one  assailant. 
The  soldier  was  listed  in  satisfac¬ 
tory  condition  last  night  in  Beer-

IT  took  the  Mordechai 
Shechter  Construction  Compa¬ 
ny  about  two  weeks  last  month 
to  sell  100  apartments  in  Ariel, 
a  settlement  that  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year  was  largely 
portrayed  as  hemorrhaging 
residents, 

Yoram  Shechter,  the  firm's 
director,  said  many  of  the  buy¬ 
ers  are  new  immigrants  cur¬ 
rently  renting  in  Ariel,  al¬ 
though  a  considerable  number 
are  young  couples  from  the 
Coastal  Plain  and  veteran  Ariel 
residents  looking  to  buy  homes 
for  their  children. 

Shechter  said  he  was  sur¬ 
prised  by  the  speed  with  which 
the  cottages,  with  an  unfin¬ 
ished  second  floor,  were 
snatched  up.  ‘‘The  only  place 
we  advertised  was  in  a  Russian 
newspaper,'’  he  said. 

According  to  Shechter,  the 
new  buyers  are  not  necessarily 
trying  to  make  a  political  state¬ 
ment  although  they  are  well 
aware  of  the  political  uncer¬ 
tainty  hovering  over  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  some  13,000. 

“You  have  a  situation  where 
nothing  has  been  buOt  in  Ariel 
for  two  years,  and  this  creates  a 
strong  internal  market  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  want  to  move  there  to 
be  dose  to  relatives,  or  who 
want  to  buy  after  having  rented 
for  a  while,"  Shechter  said. 

The  $70,000  price  was  also  a 
strong  incentive,  Shechter  said, 
adding  that  a  comparable  cot¬ 
tage  in  the  Coastal  Plain  would 
cost  more  than  $150,000. 

In  addition  to  Shecbter’s 
apartments,  there  are  another 
320  in  the  settlement  that  the 
government  owns  but,  for  po¬ 
litical  reasons,  is  not  willing  to 
selL 

Dina  Sbalit,  an  Ariel  spokes¬ 
woman,  said  the  sale  is  signifi¬ 
cant  because  it  proves  that 
there  is  a  demand  for  apart¬ 
ments  in  Ariel,  and  shows 
there  is  confidence  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  the  community.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Shalit,  Ariel  has 
grown  about  six  percent  in  the 
last  year. 

The  existence  of  residents 
wanting  to  leave  Ariel  hit  the 
headlines  in  February,  after 
resident  Zipora  Sasson  was 
killed  by  terrorists  on  the 
Trans-Samaria  Highway  a  few 
kilometers  from  the  town. 

A  number  of  Ariel  residents 
went  to  the  Knesset  soon  after 
to  inquire  about  compensation 
if  they  would  leave  their 
homes,  and  two  Labor  MKs  set 
up  a  “hot  line"  for  settlers  in¬ 
terested  in  leaving  their  settle¬ 
ments.  Peace  Now  also  report¬ 
ed  receiving  numerous  calls 
from  residents  of  Ariel  and 
other  settlements  asking  for 
help  in  moving  back  inside  the 
Green  Line.

HIZBULLAH  leader  Sheikh 
Hassan  Nasrallah  yesterday 
warned  that  Israel  would  pay  a 
heavy  price  for  any  offensives 
against  the  extremist  Shi' ite 
organization. 

Israel  Radio  reported  that  two 
Hizbullah  officers  were  wounded 
when  a  roadside  bomb  exploded 
by  their  car  in  the  village  Zaitar  in 
southern  Lebanon.  The  two  were 
taken  to  the  hospital  with  moder¬ 
ate  injuries.  Beirut  Radio  blamed 
Israel  for  the  attack. 

Nasrallah,  who  spoke  at  a  press 
conference  in  Beirut,  also  called 
on  the  Lebanese  Array  to  “sup¬ 
port  the  resistance"  and  supply 
Hizbullah  with  arms  and 
equipment. 

The  Hizbullah  leader  said  they 
bad  to  be  vigilant,  because  “I 
have  no  confidence  in  Rabin's 
words."  He  was  referring  to  the 
public  debate  in  Israel  over 
whether  initiated  action  should 
be  taken  against  Hizbullah. 

“I  know  the  enemy  seems  to  be 
arguing  publicly  about  what  to 
do,  but  we  have  to  be  wary  of  the 
enemy’s  deceitful  ways. 

“If  they  attack  they  will  pay  a

In  a  further  attempt  to  under¬ 
mine  the  morale  of  the  South 
Lebanese  Army,  Nasrallah  said 
the  “Israelis  cannot  protect  them¬ 
selves”  and  therefore  would  aot 
protect  the  SLA. 

"The  SLA  are  the  sandbags 
and  walking  mine  detectors  who 
are  forced  to  go  in  front  of  Israeli 
soldiers/’  he  said. 

Nasrallah  said  Hizbullah's  op¬ 
erations  last  week  were  "proof 
they  could  hit  the  heart  of  the 
enemy.” 

Nasrallah,  responding  to  criti¬ 
cism  of  Moslem  extremists  by 
King  Hassan  D  of  Morocco  and 
Egyptian  President  Hosni  Mu¬ 
barak  at  the  Islamic  summit  in 
Casablanca,  characterized  Islam¬ 
ic  extremism  as  an  act  of  “self- 
defense”  against  Moslem  leaders 
subservient  to  the  West. 

“There  are  a  bunch  of  leaders 
who  are  agents  of  the  Americans 
and  the  West  and  there  is  an  Is¬ 
lamic  revival  in  the  Arab  world,” 
Nasrallah  said.

80  Jews 
left  Iraq 
over  last 
3  years

OVER  the  past  three  years,  80 
Jews  have  left  Iraq,  while  a  simi¬ 
lar  number  still  reside  in  Baghdad 
and  Basra,  Mordechai  Ben- 
Porat,  head  of  the  Babylonian 
Heritage  Center  revealed 
yesterday. 

Acting  Jewish  Agency  Chair¬ 
man  Ye  hi  el  Leket,  sharply  criti¬ 
cized  the  release  of  news  of  the 
exodus,  saying  it  was  insensitive 
and  irresponsible,  and  could 
damage  the  Jewish  community 
left  behind. 

The  Jews  who  left  were  grant¬ 
ed  visas  by  the  British  and  Dutch 
embassies,  Ben-Porai  said.  They 
were  issued  before  the  Gulf  War, 
but  the  Iraqi  authorities  did  not 
permit  the  Jews  to  leave  until  af¬ 
ter  the  hostilities.  In  the  past 
year,  10  Jews  have  left 

Until  now,  there  has  been  a 
news  blackout  on  activities  of  the 
small  community. 

The  Jewish  community,  which 
consists: mainly  of  elderly  people, 
is  permitted  freedom  of  worship. 
It  does  not  have  a  rabbi,  but  there 
are  a  few  cantors.  Naji  Elias,  70, 
whose  relatives  live  in  Holland, 
heads  the  community  and  meets

10-year  sentence 
for  manslaughter 
in  parking  brawl 

RA1NE  MARCUS 

A  Netanya  man  who  shot  dead  a 
visitor  during  an  argument  over  a 
parking  space  was  sentenced  to 
10  years'  imprisonment  by  Tel 
Aviv  District  Court  yesterday.  ■ 

Mandy  Sandolovitch,  62,  was 
convicted  of  manslaughter  a 
month  ago  by  a  2-1  decision,  with 
the  dissenting  judge  recommend¬ 
ing  a  conviction  for  murder. 

Sandolovitch ’s  lawyer,  David 
Yiftach,  claimed  his  client  bad 
acted  in  self-defense  when  he 
shot  Armand  Nevet,  39,  in  the 
heart  with  his  licensed  pistol,  af¬ 
ter  Nevet  provoked  him. 

Last  February,  Nevet,  his  wife, 
and  stepson  arrived  at  a  Netanya 
apartment  block  for  a  family  cele¬ 
bration.  They  entered  the  park¬ 
ing  lot  next  door  and  were  told  by 
Sandolovitch  to  park  in  the  lot 
belonging  to  the  family  they  were 
visiting. 

Nevet  refused  and  Sandolo¬ 
vitch  threatened  to  phone  a  tow 
truck. 

According  to  the  indictment, 
Nevet  then  attacked  Sandolo¬ 
vitch  and  in  the  ensuing  brawl  the 
latter  drew  his  pistol. 

“Show  me  you're  a  man! 
Shoot!”  said  Nevet 

Sandolovitch  did,  and  Nevet 
died  from  his  wounds. 

Yiftach  told  the  judges  that  his 
client,  who  suffers  from  various 
ailments,  would  find  it  much 
more  difficult  in  jail  than  a  youn¬ 
ger  man,  and  pleaded  for  lenien¬ 
cy. 

“My  client  has  no  children,  and 
his  wife  is  his  only  surviving  fam- , 
tiy  member,”  said  Yiftach.

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Russia  issues  warning  to  Chechen  rebels

MOSCOW  -  The  Russian  gov¬ 
ernment  said  yesterday  it  wouid 
use  all  means  to  restore  order  in 
breakaway  Chechnya  if  separatist 
rebels  failed  to  disarm  by  today, 
the  official  Itar-Tass  news  agency 
said. 

“We  confirm  our  intention  to- 
...put  an  end  to  the  bloodshed  in 
the  zone  of  the  Chechen  con¬ 
flict,"  it  quoted  a  government 
statement  as  saying.  “Those  who 
fail  to  lay  down  their  arms  by 
December  15  will  be  responsible 
for  all  consequences  of  their 
criminal  recklessness." 

Chechen  soldiers  meanwhile 
shot  down  a  Russian  air  force 
helicopter  in  the  west  of  the 
breakaway  republic,  just  one 
hour  after  a  local  truce  had  been 
agreed. 

Reuter  correspondent  David 
Ljunggren  saw  Chechen  soldiers 
fire  at  close  range  at  two  medi¬ 
um-sized  Russian  attack  helicop¬ 
ters  as  they  flew  by.  Minutes  later 
be  saw  an  abandoned  bullet-rid¬ 
den  helicopter  on  a  wooded  road , 
with  the  pilot’s  seat  awash  with 
blood. 

About  an  hour  before  the  craft 
was  downed,  commanders  of  a 
big  Russian  column  which  had 
halted  just  outside  Novo-Shur- 
voi,  about  45  km  west  of  the  re¬ 
gional  capital  Grozny,  had 
agreed  with  local  politicians  that 
the  army  would  stay  where  it  was 
until  the  outcome  of  peace  talks 
became  dear. 

Chechnya's  defiant  President 
Dhzokhar  Dudayev  angrily  with¬ 
drew  his  delegates  from  peace 
talks  with  Moscow  as  the  Rus¬ 
sians'  planes  opened  machine- 
gun  fire  on  the  region's  capital 
and  bombed  its  outskirts. 

Dudayev  urged  the  people  of 
his  separatist  republic  to  fight 
Russian  soldiers  to  the  death. 

“The  soil  must  burn  under 
their  feet,”  Dudayev  said  on  na-

US  commuter  plane  crashes,  killing  15 


Berlusconi:  Magistrates  have  no  evidence 


MORRISVILLE.  N.C.  (AP)  - 
An  American  Eagle  commuter 
plane  was  on  its  fifth  trip  in  a 
daylong  series  of  flights  across 
North  Carolina  when  it  crashed 
in  fog  and  drizzle,  killing  15  of 
the  20  people  aboard. 

It  was  the  commuter  airline’s 
second  crash  within  two  months, 

'  tint  the  plane  was  not  the  same  as 
the  model  that  went  down  in  In¬ 
diana  in  October,  killing  all  68 
people  aboard. 


Flight  3379  from  Greensboro 
went  down  5.6  kms  from  Raleigh- 
Durham  International  Airport 
about  6:40  p.m.  Tuesday.  The 
crash  broke  the  fuselage  in  half 
and  scattered  wreckage  across  rug¬ 
ged  woods,  airport  spokeswoman 
Teresa  Damiano  said. 

Residents  who  rushed  to  the 
scene  said  they  heard  the  cries  of 
survivors  as  the  Jetstream  Super 
3l’s  cockpit  burned.  One  passen¬ 
ger  was  walking  around  in  shock. 


looking  for  his  wife. 

When  Edmond  Badham  arrived 
at  the  scene  about  10  minutes  after 
the  crash,  he  found  people  pinned 
in  a  20-foot-long  chunk  of  the 
fuselage.

“We  saw  one  person  that  was 
clearly  dead  and  he  was  face  down 
and  burning. ...  We  pulled  him  out 
of  the  wreckage  and  put  him  out. 
but  he  was  dearly  dead,”  he  told 
The  Associated  Press. 

“There  was  one  major  piece, 
and  the  rest  of  it  was  a  mix  of  fire, 
plane,  trees  and  wire.”  said  Bad¬ 
ham,  describing  the  scene  to  The 
Herald-Sun  of  Durham. 

The  two-engine  turboprop. 
American  Eagle's  smallest  plane, 
seats  19  passengers  and  has  a  15.5 
meter  wingspan.  It  was  3  degrees 
Celsius  on  the  ground  and  much 
colder  in  the  air  when  the  plane 
crashed  with  18  passengers  and 
two  pilots  aboard.  Visibility  was 
at  3.2  km  at  the  airport. 

Thirteen  people  died  at  the 
scene  and  seven  others  were  tak¬ 
en  to  hospitals,  Damiano  said. 
Two  people  died  at  Duke  Univer¬ 
sity  Medical  Center,  and  two  oth¬ 
ers  there  suffered  “extensive 
trauma,"  hospital  spokeswoman 
Renee  Twombly  said. 

Three  survivors  were  in  critical 
condition  at  Wake  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter  in  Raleigh. 


ROME  (Reuter)  -  Silvio  Berlus¬ 
coni  yesterday  vowed  to  battle  on 
as  Italy's  prime  minister  yester¬ 
day,  saying  Milan  magistrates 
who  quizzed  him  over  allegations 
of  corruption  did  not  have  a 
shred  of  hard  evidence  against 
him. 

But  many  political  commenta¬ 
tors  said  the  episode  had  brought 
his  seven-month-old  government 
one  step  closer  to  collapse. 

“The  Final  Showdown,”  ran  a 
bold  headline  across  the  front 
page  of  La  Repubblica 
newspaper. 

“Under  Pressure"  was  the  of¬ 
fering  of  the  respected  La  Voce 
newspaper  over  a  montage  of 
Berlusconi's  head  on  a  bed  of 
lettuce  between  a  hamburger 
bun. 

Berlusconi  hit  back  in  an  inter¬ 
view  published  in  La  Repubblica, 
alleging  he  had  never  paid  a  bribe 
and  that  his  Fininvest  media  com¬ 
pany  had  been  the  victim  of  ex¬ 
tortion  by  corrupt  finance  police. 

“They  don’t  have  a  shred  of 
evidence  against  me  -  only  con¬ 
jecture  and  suspicion,''  said 
Berlusconi. 


“The  conspiracy  against  me  " 
and  my  government  is  so  vast  and 
intense  that  it  can  be  likened  to  a 
coup  d'etat,”  he  added. 

The  Turin-based  La  Stampa 
weighed  in  with  a  front  page  edi¬ 
torial  that  said  die  seven-hour 
questioning  would  prove.the  final 
straw  for  Berlusconi’s  govern¬ 
ment'  which  is  teetering  on  the 
brink  of  collapse  after  months  of 
arguing  among  coalition  parties. 

“Even  if  Berlusconi  is  not  pre¬ 
pared  to  give  in.  there  isno  doubt 
that  the  seven  extremely  long 
hours  he  was  questioned  for  have 
marked  the  end  of  his  govern¬ 
ment.”  it  said. 

Even  Berlusconi's  closest  allies 
were  pessimistic  that  the  conser¬ 
vative  government  would  survive 
after  parliament  has  passed  rbe 
1995  budget,  which  must  be  ap-  - 
proved  by  the  end  of  December. 

“His  government  isn't  dead 
yet,  but  it  is  certainly  very  sick,” 
said  Carlo  Scognamiglio,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Berlusconi's  Forza  Italia 
party  and  the  speaker  in  the  Sen¬ 
ate  (upper  house). 

Gianfranco  Fini,  leader  of  the 
Car  right  National  Alliance  and 


Berlusconi’s  closest  ally,  said  a 
crisis  was  inevitable. 

But  he  said  any  subsequent 
.  government  that  did;  not  include 
his  party  and  , Forza  Italia  would 
betray  the  electorate.

Berlusconi  is  the  first  Italian 
prime  minister  to  face  a  criminal 
investigation  while  in  office. 

He  is  suspected  of  knowing 
that  three  companies  in  his  $7 
biflion-a-year  empire  paid  tax  po¬ 
lice  330  million  lire  ($205,000)  in 
bribes  in  1990  and  1991  for  le¬ 
nient  audits. 

The  Italian  lira  hovered 
around  1,042  to  the  German 
mark  early  yesterday,  just  off  its 
all-time  low  of  1,043.-

Produced  by  Funny  Factory  of 
Upper  Nazareth,  Gimmicks  are 
sold  individually  at  kiosks  for 
NIS  1  JO,  or  in  packages  df  four 
for  NIS  6  in  supermarkets.  The 
Upper  Nazareth  Rabbinate  certi¬ 
fies  them  as  kosher  and  parve. 

EVEN  THE  Snowcrest  ice-cream 
company  seems  to  think  children 
need  a  winter  substitute.  It  makes 
Cremli  snacks. 

These  are  Crembo- style  choco¬ 
late  covered  balls  of  marshmal¬ 
low-like  white  fluff  on  a  cookie 
base.

Van  can’t  transform  easily  from  people  to  cargo  carrier

WHEN  a  friend  heard  I 
was  scheduled  to  test- 
drive  a  large  van,  she 
asked  me  to  transport  a  fairly 
long  sofa  to  her  new  home. 

I  agreed,  thinking  the  job 
would  be  a  cinch  in  the  J38-me- 
ter-long  dub  Wagon. 

The  version  I  test-drove  was 
fitted  out  for  seven  passengers, 
which  means  there  were  two  rows 
of  three-passenger  seats  behind 
the  driver/front  passenger  seats. 

There  was  not  quite  enough 
room  for  the  couch  behind  the 
last  seat,  which  I  had  expected  to 
be  able  to  fold  or  move  to  the 
side.  This  is  possible  in  most 


vans.  In  the  Club  Wagon,  the 
third  seat  does  not  fold  down,  but 
has  to  be  removed  from  the  vehi¬ 
cle  altogether.  It  slid  out  of  its 
housing  with  the  flick  of  a  lever, 
.but  lifting  it  out  of  die  back  was 
another  story.  •  - 

I  don’t  know  how  much  the 
seat  weighs,  but  it  takes  at  least 
two  men  of  average  strength  to 
carry  it  away.  And  then,  of 
course,  yon  are  freed  with  the 
problem:  Where  do  you  store  the 
seat  if  you  don’t  own  a  private 
garage? 

I  don’t  know  why  the  seats  in 
the  back  can’t  be  folded  flat  - 
maybe  the  idea  is  that  they  are  of 
too  high  a  quality  to  be  damaged 
by  having  objects  loaded  on 
them.  At  any  rate,  the  Club  Wag¬ 
on  cannot  easily  switch  from  a 
“people  carrier”  to  a  goods’  van. 

The  massively  built,  tank-like 
Club  Wagon  is  nothing  like  the 
Mazda  MVP  or  the  Toyota  Pre¬ 
via.  These  are  the  classic  “people 
carrier”  vans  that  handle  like 
automobiles  which  many  Israelis 
use  either  because  they  have 
large  families,  or  because  they 
haye  businesses  which  allows 
them  to  claim  tax  breaks  on  vehi¬ 
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The  Club  Wagon,  part  of  the  local  dealer’s  policy  to  import 


cles  recognized  as  ‘commercial.” 

The  Club  Wagon  must  be  com¬ 
pared  to  the  more  “van-like”  and 
less  “auto-like”  GMC’s  Chev 
Sportvan  and  Vandura,  though 
both  these  are  shorter  and  have 
smaller,  43  liter  engines. 

Ford's  local  dealer,  Israel 


Automobile  Co.,  has  imported 
the  Club  Wagpu  as  part  of  its  new 
policy  to  supply  Israelis  with 
Fords  made  in  the  US.  The  Club 
Wagon  is  part  of  the  company’s 
“Econoline”  series,  which  in¬ 
cludes,  among  others,  the  com¬ 
pact  Aerostar,  available  here  for 


some  time  already. 

As  expected  from  a  US-made 
car,  the  Club  Wagon  has  an  admi¬ 
rable  surfeit  of  the  latest  safety 
and  luxury  features.  There  are 
airbags  for  both  front  passengers 
and  an  ABS  braking  system. 
There  is  cruise  control,  a  split  air¬ 


conditioning  system  for  front  and 
back  passengers,  and  a  storage 
compartment  between  the  two 
front  seats  which  includes  a 
“snack  tray”  with  cup  holders, 
and  racks  for  compact.. discs  (al¬ 
though  the .  model  I.. tested  bad 
only  a  radfo/tape)..-  / 

And  if  anyone  had  any  further 
doubt  about  the  auto’s  origins, 
the  automatic  shift  lever  is  a 
“stalk”  from  the  steering-wheel 
column,  an  appendage  found  in 
no  European  or  Japanese  cars. 

All  the  seats  are  comfortable 
and  luxurious.  The  driver  sits  low 
and  the  field  of  vision  is  satisfac¬ 
tory,  although  1  would  have  liked 
to  be  able  to  adjust  foe  seat  for 
height  But  on  bad  sections  of 
roads,  the  plush  seats  cannot 
compensate  for  the  suspension, 
which  is  unsuitable  for  anything 
other  than  a  US  superhighway.

The  switch  also  activates  a  tele¬ 
scoping  running  board,  some¬ 
thing  I  last  saw  in  a  James  Bond 
movie- made  in  the  1960s.  ibe 
running  board  glows  in  the.  dark 
like  a  nightclub  sign  in  Las  Vegas. 

The  Club  Wagon’s  maximum 
permissible  weight  is  only  44  kg. 
below  four  tons  -  the  weight 
which  would  oblige  the  driver  to 
have  a  gimmel  (class  three)  driv¬ 
ing  license.  The  kilos  are  felt 
mainly  on  the  hills,  where  there  is 
a  noticeable  loss  of  momentum.

THE  Islamic  summit  in  Casablanca  is  one 
of  those  strange  gatherings  with  the  trap¬ 
pings  of  reality  and  the  attitudes  of  char¬ 
acters  from  Alice  in  Wonderland.  On  those 
matters  which  truly  concern  them,  Islamic 
states  could  well  be  used  as  a  definition  for  the 
word  “division.”  On  things  which  are  really 
none  of  their  business,  they  are  solidly  united. 

One  of  the  matters  which  truly  concern  the 
Moslem  leaders  this  year  is  Islamic  fundamen¬ 
talism.  At  least,  it  should  deeply  concern  them, 
but  what  has  emerged  from  the  conference  is 
that  they  are  perturbed  merely  by  the  rotten 
image  of  Islam  which  the  extremists  are  spread¬ 
ing  across  the  world. 

Debate  on  this  most  dangerous  phenomenon 
of  Islamic  terrorism  could  not  be  aired  in  public 
yesterday,  but  disappeared  behind  closed  doors. 
Of  all  the  subjects  that  should  least  concern  this 
52-nation  talking  shop,  Bosnia  probably  ranks 
highest  Yet  it  topped  the  agenda  instead  -  for 
the  marvelous  opportunity  it  afforded  the  most 
undemocratic  gathering  in  the  world  to  indulge 
in  an  orgy  of  West-bashing. 

To  be  snre,  the  failure  of  the  democratic  West 
and  Russia  to  devise  a  solution  for  the  conflict 
deserves  -  and  receives  -  scathing  criticism. 
But  any  thought  that  the  Islamic  nations  are 
going  to  solve  this  essentially  European  prob¬ 
lem  is  laughable.  As  the  delegates  soundly  and 
unanimously  trounced  the  West  over  Bosnia, 
not  a  voice  was  raised  to  suggest  the  issue  of 
20,000  dead  in  Algeria  because  a  fundamental¬ 
ist  jihad  against  the  secular  authorities  might  be 
a  more  pertinent  agenda-topper. 

Of  paramount  concern  to  the  great  Islamic 
Republic  of  Iran  was  a  truly  surreal  scenario  - 
not  only  the  world  but  the  conference  itself  was 
being  hijacked  by  Israel,  of  all  countries.  “I  am 
worried  that  the  leaders  of  the  Moslem  world 


will  be  tricked  into  adopting  a  stance  in  the 
interests  of  the  occupying  Zionist  regime,” 
thundered  Ayatollah  Ali  Khamenei,  who  stayed 
home  for  that  reason. 

Perhaps  the  most  sensible  response  to  all  this 
nonsense  came  from  King  Hussein,  who  quietly 
slipped  away  in  disgust  after  the  peace-loving 
conference  solidly  refused  to  endorse  his  agree¬ 
ment  with  Israel  on  Jordan's  special  interests  in 
Jerusalem's  Moslem  holy  places.  The  few  other 
sensible  comments  about  what  should  concern 
these  leaders  came  from  the  host,  King  Hassan, 
and  from  Egypt’s  President  Hosni  Mubarak. 

Mubarak  lashed  out  at  Islamic  nations  “sell¬ 
ing  themselves  to  the  devil"  and  then  blaming 
the  West  for  their  own  sins  of  giving  Islam  a 
bad  name.  Hassan  poured  scorn  on  the  plethora 
of  jihads  and  “Islamic  struggles”  plaguing  the 
region  in  the  midst  of  peace  processes. 

The  peace  process  gave  the  delegates  the 
unique  opportunity  of  issuing  a  declaration 
which  contradicted  itself.  It  paid  lip  service  to 
the  accords  signed  between  Israel,  the  Palestin¬ 
ians,  and  Jordan,  but  castigated  Israel  for  its 
“maneuvers  to  halt  implementation  of  the  ac¬ 
cords”  and  vowed  to  maintain  the  boycott. 
Missing  from  the  agenda  was  any  discussion  on 
the  disparity  between  the  financial  aid  rendered 
to  the  Palestinian  Autonomy  by  Israel  and  that 
not  rendered  by  the  Croesus-rich  oil  potentates 
sitting  in  Casablanca. 

Even  more  curious  in  Wonderland  terms  was 
the  declared  aim  of  combatting  the  “extremism 
and  terrorism”  that  is  giving  Islam  such  a  bad 
name.  Except,  of  course,  it  may  continue  for 
“legitimate  national  struggles  like  resistance  to 
Israeli  occupation  and  aggression.”  In  other 
words,  apart  from  Dizengoff  bus  bombings, 
long  live  the  peace  process  and  the  fight  against 
terrorism. 


Backing  for  Russia 


WASHINGTON'S  decision  to  back  the 
Russian  intervention  in  Chechnya 
must  be  more  than  welcome  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Boris  Yeltsin.  It  is  a  clear  recognition  and 
useful  reminder  that  democratic  states  -  of 
which  Russia  is  one  of  the  newest  and  most 
welcome  members  -  have  their  limits  of 
tolerance. 

Chechnya  is  a  miserable,  whining  little  non¬ 
entity  strutting  with  the  false  braggadocio  of  the 
odd  assortment  of  mafiosi,  bandits,  and  inflated 
nationalists  who  run  the  place.  Its  lawlessness 
has  been  demonstrated  throughout  the  year  by 
the  spate  of  hijackings,  kidnappings,  and  gang 
wars  that  spilled  over  its  borders  and  required 
the  action  of  Russian  police  and  special  forces 
to  solve.  Its  petty  nationalists  have  meddled  in 
neighboring  Georgia,  adding  fuel  to  an  ethnic 
conflict  that  almost  wrecked  that  country. 

Secretary  of  State  Warren  Christopher  quite 
rightly  pointed  out  that  Yeltsin  has  acted  with 
great  patience  and  restraint  in  the  three  years 
since  Qiechnya’s  Dhzokhar  Dudayev  declared 
unilateral  independence  from  the  Russian  Fed¬ 
eration.  Moscow  has  offered  the  noisy  province 
as  mach  autonomy  and  cultural  respect  as  any 
member  of  a  federation  could  desire  -  even  far 


more  than  states  within  Germany,  Switzerland, 
or  even  the  US. 

The  invasion  of  Chechnya  has  been  carried 
out  with  determination  but  with  maximum  re¬ 
straint.  No  one  can  hope  for  minimum  blood¬ 
shed  and  a  quick  solution  more  than  a  president 
who  has  now  to  answer  democratically  to  the 
relatives  of  his  troops. 

US  State  Department  spokesman  Michael 
McCurry  was  especially  dear  in  describing  the 
issue  to  reporters  with  the  aid  of  a  map.  “See,” 
he  said,  “the  blue  line  is  the  territorial  border  of 
Russia,  and  just  above  that  is  Chechnya.  I  think 
we  start ...  with  the  understanding  that  Chech¬ 
nya  is  an  integral  part  of  Russia  -  always  has 
been  —  and  therefore  it  is  an  internal  matter.” 

Given  the  rumblings  of  the  Islamic  Summit  in 
Casablanca  about  Moslem  states  wanting  to  get 
involved  in  Bosnia,  and  Dudayev's  calls  for 
Islamic  help  to  set  up  a  sharia-law  based  repub¬ 
lic  in  Chechnya,  it  is  time  the  free  world  called  a 
halt  Meddlesome  and  mischievous  fragmenta¬ 
tion  of  the  globe  has  its  limits.  There  are  more 
than  enough  republics  of  every  size,  politics, 
religion,  and  ethnic  hue  for  anyone  on  earth  to 
find  a  home  without  the  addition  of  the  likes  of 
Chechnya.

I  looked  up  the  meaning  of  the 
word  peace  in  Webster's  Dictionary 
and  here  are  some  of  the  definitions 
I  found:  a  state  of  security  or  order 
provided  by  law;  harmony  in  human 
or  persona]  relations;  absence  of 
hostilities  or  war;  a  pact  or  agree¬ 
ment  to  end  hostilities  or  to  come 
together  in  amity  between  those  who 
have  been  at  war  or  in  a  state  of 
enmity  or  dissension;  a  formal  rec¬ 
onciliation.  Webster’s  will  certainly 
have  great  difficulties  in  finding  a 
reason  or  a  basis  for  awarding  the 
peace  prize  to  this  troika. 


At  the  time  that  Rabin,  Peres  and 
Arafat  were  receiving  their  peace 
award,  there  were  no  festivities  in 
Israel  or  the  West  Bank.  On  the 
contrary,  in  the  territories,  Palestin¬

Sunk  deep  in  the  mud 


MAJ.-  Gen.  Amirara  Le¬ 
vine,  the  new  O/C 
Northern  Command, 
came  straight  to  the  point  after 
visiting  soldiers  who  bad  been 
wounded  in  Lebanon  at  Rambam 
Hospital  last  Sunday.  “ Israel 
should  take  the  initiative,”  be 
said. 

There  was  intense  satisfaction 
from  senior  officers  and  security 
men  who  have  for  months  criti¬ 
cized  the  frozen  Maginot-line  de¬ 
fensive  posture  imposed  on  the 
IDF  by  Prime  Minister  Rabin  and 
Chief  of  Staff  Ehud  Barak. 

Army  professionals  were  unan¬ 
imous  in  their  approval  of  Le¬ 
vine,  whose  forte  is  outstanding 
ingenuity  in  battle,  as  the  man  to 
deal  with  the  deteriorating  situa¬ 
tion  in  Lebanon.  Levine  has  al¬ 
ways  followed  the  doctrine  of 
seizing  the  initiative,  even  under 
the  most  unfavorable  conditions. 

The  deaths  of  two  Israeli  sol¬ 
diers  and  the  wounding  of  eight 
others,  as  well  as  the  slaying  of 
eight  South  Lebanese  Army  men 
since  Levine  took  command,  cer¬ 
tainly  indicate  a  slate  of  crisis. 

The  situation  in  the  security 
zone  can  be  gauged  by  the  way 
Palestinians  are  joining  terrorist 
groups  there.  They  want  to  fight 
alongside  their  Hizbullah  heroes, 
particularly  as  they  feel  safe  with 
Israeli  ^  soldiers  pinned  down  in 
their  defensive  fortifications. 

The  terrorists’  self-confidence 
is  boosted  because  Israelis  are 
forbidden  to  launch  surprise  or 
deterrent  raids.  They  believe  that 
the  lion  of  Judah  which  once 
roared  has  been  reduced  to  a  pa¬ 
per  tiger. 

The  hero  of  these  Palestinians 
and  Hizbullah  men  is  no  longer 
Saddam  Hussein,  but  Syria's  Ha¬ 
fez  Assad,  who  is  standing  tough 
in  his  demand  that  Israel  immedi¬ 
ately  pull  oul  from  the  entire  Go- 
fan  Heights.  The  Syrian  dictator 
openly  defies  even  the  US. 

Within  hours  of  Warren  Chris¬ 
topher’s  recent  visit  to  Damas¬ 
cus,  he  bad  passed  on  and  sup¬ 
ported  Rabin’s  demand  that  Syria 
halt  all  Hizbullah  attacks. 

But  no  sooner  had  Christopher 
departed  than  Assad  winked  at 
his  Hizbullah  sidekicks.  Within 
hours,  heavy  attacks  were 
launched  against  the  already  de¬ 
moralized  SLA  fighters. 

Defiantly,  Assad  also  cocked  a 
snook  at  both  Washington  and 
Jerusalem  by  again  seizing  the 
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initiative  from  the  shackled  IDF 
and  striking  in  the  Maijayoun 
area,  the  very  heart  of  the  Leba¬ 
nese  “security”  zone. 

Syrian  intelligence,  we  discov¬ 
ered,  told  Assad:  the  more  Israe¬ 
lis  Thai  are*  killed,  the  greater  and 
faster  will  concessions  be 
squeezed  out  of  the  perpetually 
retreating  Rabin. 

For  a  few  brief  moments,  Gen. 
Levine's  words  at  the  hospital  in 
Haifa  brought  new  hope  to  the 
army.  Surely,  senior  officers 
thought,  Israel  will  now  lake  the 
initiative  and  revert  to  its  classical 
tactic  of  hitting  the  tenorists 
where  it  hurts  ibem  most,  striking 
Hizbullah  hard  in  their  village 
nests  and  headquarters  deep  in 
the  Beka’a  Valley.

Today’s  nightmarish  situation, 
with  Hizbullah  experiencing  an 
ever-increasing  feeling  of  tri¬ 
umph,  is  heightened  by  the 
knowledge  that  SLA  men  fear 
they  are  about  to  be  abandoned 
by  Rabin.

Eitan,  a  32  year-old  happily

Oh  iris  father’s:  side*  everyone 
had  died  of  a  heart  ahadt  by  age 
50.  On  his  mother’s  side,  there 
was  a  high  incidence  of -early  on¬ 
set  Alzheimer’s  disease.  Eitan 
was  overweight,  slightly  hyper¬ 
tensive,  markedly  hypercholes¬ 
terolemia  He  hadsmoked  two 
packs  a  day  since  the  age  of  20.

TEN  YEARS  later,  following  hii 
second  major  heart  attack,  hi: 
heart  now  a  weak  rag,  Eitan  hac 
been  at  home  for  a  week  but  was 
bedridden  and  short  of  breath. 

Discharged  from  hospital 
“against  advice”  by  the  cardiolo¬ 
gist,  he  refused  both  intravenou: 
medications  and  a  cardiac-assisl 
device,  and  was  unwilling  to  be 
considered  for  cardiac  transplan¬ 
tation. 

He  did  accept  fluid  pQls,  oxy¬ 
gen  and  -morphine.  His  worsening 
breathlessness  demanded  in¬ 
creasing  doses  of  morphine  ovea 
the  next  two  days.  On  bis  nmtt 
day  at  home  fever  developed,  bui 
he  refused  antibiotics,  A  day  lat¬ 
er,  he  died. 

This  was  not  euthanasia, 
ed  suicide,  playing  God,  or  kill- 
mg.  What  happened  did  not  cal! 
for  media  attention,  lawyers, 
judges,  court  orders,  halachic  rul¬ 
ings  or  the  hew  euthanasia  law. 

WhDe  die  physician  should  hoi 
honor  a  patient’s  request  to  be 
killed  by  the  physician,  he  is  mor¬ 
ally  obliged  to  honor  a  competent 
patient’s  rational  refusal  of  treat¬ 
ment  This  applies  to  treatmem 
ss  dramatic  as  the  amputation  of 
a  gangrenous  limb  or  as  common¬ 
place  as  antibiotic  therapy;  as  ex¬ 
traordinary  as  organ  transplanta¬ 
tion  or  as  ordinary  as  fluids. 

The  physician  can -neither 
abandon  the  patient  nor  overrule 
a  rational  refusal  by  a  competent 
individual,  pie  issue  is' not  eutha¬ 
nasia,  it  is  autonomy.  When 
‘leave  me  alone’-’  is  foe  igtfonal 
refusal  of  treatment  by  a  compe¬ 
tent  adult,  then  the  refusal  must 
be  honored  -  even  if  death  is  a 
foreseeable  outcome.

STREET  musicians  were 
playing  Bruce  Springsteen. 
Plaid  shirts  were  on  sale  at 
The  Gap.  Most  people  spoke  En¬ 
glish  with  a  smile. 

But  I  swear  - 1  swear  -  it  felt  as 
if  I  were  in  Paris  the  whole  time. 

Actually,  it  felt  like  two  P ar¬ 
ises:  one  that  was  tiny  and  old 
and  romantic,  and  one  that  was 
big  and  bustling  and  romantic. 

Quebec  City  was  the  antique 
Paris,  with  its  Disney-like  historic 
district  of  narrow  streets  and  pale 
stone  buildings  nearly  unchanged 
since  its  days  as  a  French  colony 
250  years  ago.  Every  turn  down  a 
mysterious  alley  brought  a  new 
feeling  of  walking  into  the  past  - 
and  I  could  not  stop  walking. 

Montreal  was  the  expansive 
Paris  of  elegant  neighborhoods 
dotted  with  interesting  cafes  -  but 
with  a  glass-towered  downtown 
and  a  mountain  in  the  middle  of 
the  city. 

Either  city  was  a  Paris  with  a 
difference  -  Paris  without  the  at¬ 
titude,  Paris  without  the  expense. 
And  here,  at  least,  someone  was 
always  happy  to  translate. 

Montreal  and  Quebec  City 
straddle  two  eras  just  as  they 
have  had  to  straddle  two  lan¬ 
guages  and  two  cultures.  Each 
stands  at  a  strategic  point  along 
the  Sl  Lawrence  River,  just  2 40 
km.  apart,  and  each  was  settled 
by  the  French  in  the  mid-17th 
century  and  captured  by  the  Brit¬ 
ish  100  years  later.  Each  clings 
proudly  to  its  French  beginnings. 
Montreal  is  where  people  go  to 
retreat  from  Toronto.  To  retreat 
from  Montreal,  you  go  to 
Quebec. 

Quebec  is  an  amazing  enclave 
of  histoiy,  the  only  city  in  North 
America  to  preserve  its  original 
city  walls.  The  walls  were  built  to 
keep  out  the  British,  who  overran 
the  place  in  a  battle  lasting  just  20 
minutes.  But  now  they  do  a  much 
better  job  of  keeping  out  the 
modern  world  of  commercial 
high-rises  and  preserving  the  old 
city  as  a  living  museum. 

Montreal  is  a  bustling  metrop¬ 
olis:  though  it’s  packed  with  just 
as  much  history,  its  grand  man¬ 
sions  and  churches  survive  among 
modern  towers,  and  sometimes 
only  the  original  facades  remain. 

The  difference  in  the  cities'  de¬ 
velopment  can  be  summed  up 
like  this:  in  Montreal,  a  wonder¬ 
ful  archeological  museum  shows 
off  the  excavation  of  the  city’s 
first  settlement,  with  holograms 
and  colored  lights  guiding  you

through  the  basements  of  rained 
17th  century  buildings  as  if  they 
were  Egyptian  crypts. 

In  Quebec  City,  most  of  those 
.  buildings  are  still  standing. 

My  breath  went  a  little  shallow 
from  the  moment  I  arrived  in 
Quebec  and  saw  its  old  Parisian- 
style  stones.  It  was  after  10  p.m. 
and  !  bad  plenty  to  see  without 
leaving  the  grounds  of  my  historic 
hotel,  the  100-year-old  Chateau 
Frontenac  whose  turrets  and 
chimneys  dominate  the  skyline  of 
the  old  city.  But  I  strolled  out 


onto  the  Dufferin  Terrace  on  the 
edge  of  the  bluff  that  divides  the 
city  into  an  “Upper  Town**  and 
“Lower  Town.*’  I  saw  a  city  with 
history  attached  to  virtually  every 
building  -  from  the  Seminaire  du 
Quebec  with  its  1773  sundial  to 
the  windows  where  British  troops 
shot  at  Benedict  Arnold  when  the 
American  army  invaded  in  1776. 

I  walked  the  stairways  up  and 
down  the  bluff  -  including  the 
“Breakneck  Stairway”  that  has 
been  rebuilt  to  stop  living  up  to 
its  name.  I  walked  the  rolling 


Plains  of  Abraham,  now  a  huge 
riverside  park  comprising  the  bat¬ 
tlefield  where  the  fate  of  the  city 
was  decided  in  20  minutes.  I 
walked  the  oldest  commercial 
street  on  the  continent,  Rue  du 
Petit  Champlain,  right  around 
the  comer  from  its  17th  century 
counterpart.  Place  Royale,  where 
the  first  Quebec  fur  traders  built 
their  mansions  on  the  she  of  Sam¬ 
uel  Champlain's  first  settlement 
I  walked  the  city  walls,  and  the 
walls  of  the  star-shaped  Citadel 
fort,  built  by  the  British  after 


their  conquest  of  the  city  to  keep 
the  French  citizens  in  line  as  well 
as  the  French  army  out 

Every  time  you  tom  a  comer  of 
the  maze,  a  cannon  may  be  star¬ 
ing  you  down. 

I  MOVED  from  a  Quebec  hotel 
that  I  never  lost  sight  of,  to  one  in 
Montreal  that  no  cabdriver  could 
find  -  a  tiny  inn  over  an  art  gal¬ 
lery  that  was  just  around  the  cor¬ 
ner  from  where .  the  city  was 
founded  in  historic  “VIeux  Mon¬ 
treal,”  Because  Montreal  is  a  city 
with  a  much  bigger  “to-do”  list,  a 
carriage  ride  rather  than  a  walk 
was  railed  for  -  or  we  could  have 
spent  all  our  time  among  the 
domes,  steeples  and  mansard 
roofs  of  Rue  Notre  Dame  and  the 
surrounding  streets. 

For  less  than  $30,  our  carriage 
driver  gave  us  a  one-hour  tour 
that  circled  the  old  downtown, 
the  waterfront,  and  the  sloping 
Place  Jacques  Cartier,  with  time 
to  walk  around  the  glorious  No¬ 
tre  Dame  basilica,  whose  twin 
Gothic  towers  are  the  center  at¬ 
traction  of  the  district. 

From  there,  we  hopped  on 
Montreal’s  metro  to  the  rows  and 
rows  of  ornate  Victorian  houses 
in  the  St.  Laurent/St.  Denis 
neighborhoods.  Here,  the  “Lat¬ 
in  Quarter”  includes  an  elegant 
restaurant  row  alongside  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Quebec  at  Montreal. 

There  we  had  our  first  encoun¬ 
ter  with  Montreal’s  odd  compro¬ 
mises  with  history:  the  dramatic 
St.  James  Cathedral  spire  re¬ 
mains,  but  the  rest  of  the  building 
is  gone  -  replaced  by  a  corridor 
leading  to  a  modem  university 
building. 

Vie  ran  into  the  same  idea  the 
next  day  along  the  “Golden 
Square  Mile”  of  Sherbrooke 
Street,  where  grand  19th  century 
mansions  survive  next  to  new  lux¬ 
ury  hotels  and  corporate  towers. 
Some  of  the  old  buddings  near 
McGill  University  survive  only  as 
facades,  incorporated  into  the 
modem  buildings  to  preserve  just 
a  hint  of  histoiy. 

The  strangest  juxtaposition  sits 
atop  the  city’s  sprawling  network 
of  subterranean  shopping  malls 
known  as  “Underground  Mon¬ 
treal,”  built  to  let  MoutrealeTS 
escape  the  cold  and  snow  that 
plague  them  up  to  eight  months 
of  the  year.  The  newest  section  is 
called  “Le  Promenades  de  Cathe¬ 
dra]”;  it  emanates  from  the  base¬ 
ment  of  1859  Christ  Church  Ca¬ 
thedral  and  adopts  a  neo-Gothic 
motif  A  skyscraper  built  on  the 
church’s  airspace  does  the  same; 
die  overall  effect  is  not  exactly 
spiritual  (Newsday).

IN  PHARAOH’S  ARMY  by  Tobi¬ 
as  Wolff.  Knopf.  $23. 

WHEN  we  last  caught  up 
with  Tobias  Wolff,  he 
had  escaped  the  clutch¬ 
es  of  his  bnnal  stepfather,  gotten 
kicked  out  of  the  prep  school  he 
had  cheated  his  way  into,  and 
joined  the  army. 

“All  I  needed,"  be  wrote  in  bis 
searing  1989  autobiography.  This 
Boy's  Life,  '' was  a  war.” 

Now  Wolff  has  written  a  new 
memoir,  about  what  happened 
when  he  got  the  war  -  Vietnam  - 
that  he  wished  for.  The  book, 
filled  with  both  humor  and  hor¬ 
ror,  has  been  nominated  for  a 
National  Book  Award. 

At  49,  Wolff  is  a  trim  man  who 
wears  wire-frame  glasses,  sports  a 
gray  mustache  and  has  the 
thoughtful  demeanor  of  a  profes¬ 
sor  (he  teaches  at  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity).  He  seems  a  far  cry  from 
the  clever  but  rebellious  adoles¬ 
cent  portrayed  by  Leonardo  Di- 
Caprio  in  last  year's  film  version 
of  This  Boy's  Life ,  which  also 
starred  Robert  De  Niro  as  Toby's 
cruel,  petty’  stepfather  and  Ellen 
Barkin  as  his  mother.  Any  air  of 
delinquency  appears  to  have 
evaporated  long  ago. 

Wolff  talked  about  his  new 
book  and  experiences  in  Vietnam 
during  a  recent  stop  in  Madison, 
Connecticut,  where  he  gave  a 
reading. 

While  perhaps  best  known  for 
his  memoirs,  Wolff  is  also  an  ac¬ 
complished  short -story  writer, 
and  this  fall  his  name  is  on  two 
other  new  books:  as  editor  of 
both  The  Best  American  Short 
Stories  1994  (Houghton  Mifflin) 
and  The  Vintage  Book  of  Con¬ 
temporary  American  Short  Stories 
(Vintage). 

In  his  latest  memoir,  young  To¬ 
bias  continues  on  the  rocky  road 
to  manhood  He  has  a  volatile- 
love  affair  with  an  unstable  young 
woman,  manages  a  reconciliation 
with  his  real  father,  is  made  an 
officer  and  gets  shipped  to  Viet¬ 
nam  as  an  adviser  to  a  South 
Vietnamese  battalion. 


In  Pharaoh's  Army  may  sur¬ 
prise  a  generation  weaned  on  Oli¬ 
ver  Stone  movies  and  horror  sto¬ 
ries  about  soldiers  with  post- 
traumatic  stress  disorder.  The 
brutality  and  terror  of  war  are 
here,  but  so  are  the  sort  of  absurd 
incidents  that  seem  to  occur  only 
in  wartime. 

Lt.  Wolff  and  his  sidekick  Sgt 
Benet  barter  for  a  TV  so  they  can 
watch  the  Thanksgiving  episode 
of  Bonanza ;  Wolff  adopts  a  hap¬ 
less  puppy  that  meets  a  perverse¬ 
ly  funny  fate.  But  Wolff,  who  saw 
little  combat,  also  portrays  the 
dose  calls:  the  danger  from  snip¬ 
ers  and  mines  and  the  uncertain 
protection  afforded  by  the  “luck 
of  the  draw."  Friends  get  killed. 
During  the  Tet  offensive,  Wolff 
learned  an  ugly  lesson  about  the 
war:  that  even  civilians  weren’t 
safe.  “We  would  kill  every  last 
one  of  them  to  save  our  own 
skins,”  he  writes. 

UNTIL  HE  finished  This  Bey's 
Life  and  found  himself  writing  a 
short  story  about  Vietnam,  Wolff 
had  allowed  the  war  to  remain  a 
shadowy  presence,  an  event  he 
had  never  really  confronted.  Af¬ 
ter  he  finished  the  story,  be  began 
writing  a  nonfiction  account  of 
his  Vietnam  experiences.  It  took 
him  four  years  -  “and  a  lot  of 
false  starts  and  side  roads”  -  to 
Finish  In  Pharaoh’s  Army. 

Wolff  says  he  was  not  as  trau¬ 
matized  by  Vietnam  as  some  men 
he  knew,  but,  he  adds:  ”1 
couldn’t  have  handled  any  more 
than  1  had  to  handle.” 

When  he  returned  to  America, 
he  was  22  years  old,  at  a  loose 
end,  and  “had  a  lot  of  problems," 
including  nightmares,  difficulty 
sleeping  and  an  awkwardness  ■ 
with  people.  He  left  for  England 
and  was  admitted  to  Oxford  Uni¬ 
versity.  “I  really  was  frying  to  put 
Vietnam  out  of  my  mind,”  Wolff 
says. 

While  Wolff  says  he  wrote  In 
Pharaoh's  Army  to  show  that 
Vietnam  did  not  have  “final  au¬ 
thority"  over  his  life,  he  wanted 
to  explore  the  war’s  impact.

“What  happens  to  a  person 
who  is  forced  to  go  through  an 
experience  like  this?”  Wolff  asks. 
“What  kind  of  a  citizen  are  we 
going  to  bring  home  from  that 
experience?  What  are  the  stresses 
on  their  character?  How  do  they 
maintain  their  integrity?  How  do 
they  put  themselves  back  togeth¬ 
er  afterwards?” 

Ironically,  Wolff,  who  decided 
as  a  teenager  that  he  would  be  a 
writer,  was  hungry  for  “real”  ex¬ 
periences,  and  he  thought  the 
army  and  war  were  the  best 
places  to  find  them. 

“It  seemed  to  me  it  would  feed 
my  bank  of  experience  that  I 
thought  every  writer  needed  to 
have  in  order  to  write,”  Wolff 
says.  -  “Of  course,  the  writers  I 
was  looking  up  to  were  writers 
like  MaSer,  Irwin  Shaw,  James 
Jones  and  especially  Hemingway. 
There  was  a  real  cult  of  experi¬ 
ence  among  these  writers,  and  I 
bought  into  it  completely  as  a 
young  man.” 

Wolff  says  he  now  realizes  that 
“you  don’t  have  to  follow  this 
road  to  be  a  good  writer.” 

However,  you  may  need  such 
material  to  write  good  memoirs. 

Wolff,  the  father  of  three,  says 
In  Pharaoh’s  Army  will  be  his  last 
memoir.  The  kinds  of  “excite¬ 
ments”  he’s  bad  in  his  life  since 
the  war  have  been  more  “spiritu¬ 
al  and  intellectual”  and  lend 
themselves  more  to  fiction  than 
memoir,  be  says. 

He  is  now  completing  a  new 
collection  of  stories  and  is  eager 
to  begin  a  novel. 

But  both  Wolff  and  his  broth¬ 
er,  writer  Geoffrey  Wolff,  have 
answered  the  lure  of  memoir. 
Geoffrey  Wolff  wrote  The  Duke 
of  Deception,  which  depicted  the 
Wolffs’  father  as  an  unrepentant 
con  man.  In  Tobias  Wolff’s  new 
memoir,  his  father  is  older,  out  of 
prison,  “a  different  person.”  “He 
was  very  tender,  and  he  and  I 
were  able  to  become  very  good 


friends,”  Wolff  says. 

Why  has  Wolff  turned  to  mem¬ 
oir?

To  avoid  delaying  further  the 
completion  of  the  sale,  Nitzani 
ctedded  to  deposit  the  money  in  a 
special  account  at  the  Treasury. 

Nitzani  explained  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  gave  the  workers  the 
money  to  take  care  of  those  that 
may  lose  their  jobs  as  a  result  of 
the  change  in  ownership. 

“I  insist  that  the  money  only  be 
used  for  that  purpose  and  not'  any 
other  purposes,”  he  said.  “These 
are  public  funds  and  not  the 
workers  committee's  private 
bank.” 

The  government  agreed  to 
transfer  the  fund’s  management 
to  the  workers  based  on  mutually 
agreed  regulations.  Nitzani 
warned  that  if  the  workers  do  not 
come  back  to  him  to  resolve  the 
issue,  he  will  distribute  the  mon¬ 
ey  equally  among  all  of  Shekem ’s 
workers. 

Under  the  regulations,  the 
money  remaining  in  the  fund  af¬ 
ter  three  years  will  be  distributed 
among  the  workers.  However,  if 
there  is  no  agreement,  Nitzani 


can  pay  out  the  funds  at  any  time.

Harish  warns  of  impending  recession

INDUSTRY  and  Trade  Minister  Micha  Harish 
yesterday  warned  of  a  recession  next  year  if  the 
government  Mis  to  deal  with  rising  inflation  and 
interest  rates,  an  overvalued  shekel  and  an  ane¬ 
mic  stock  market 

Harish,  who  presented  his  minisby’s  1995  bud¬ 
get  to  the  Knesset  Finance  Committee,  contrast¬ 
ed  the  challenges  facing  the  economy  next  year 
with  the  impressive  growth  of  the  past  two  years. 

“I  have  no  doubt  that  if  we  don’t  contend  with 
all  these  problems  -  tire  stock  market,  interest 
rates  and  tee  exchange  rate  -  we  will  face  the 
danger  of  a  recession  in  the  middle  or  the  end  of 
1995,”  said  Harish. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  stock  market  has 
failed  to  fulfill  its  functions,  according  to  Harish. 
“There  is  no  stock  market  tor  raising  capital,  no 
stock  market  for  investments,  no  stock  market 
for  privatization.” 

Consequently,  Harish  has  bees  calling  for  the 
cabinet  to  get  involved.  He  said,  therefore,  he 
was  happy  to  j  that  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin  will  hold  a  meeting  on  the  stock  market 
when,  he  returns  from  South  Korea. 

“Let  me  emphasize  [the  meeting  will  be]  on 


the  stock  market  and  not  just  on  the  stock  market 
tax,”  Harish  said.  “The  stock  market  tax  is  not 
the  issue;  the  stock  market  itself  is  the  issue.” 

The  government  should  sit  with  experts  to 
determine  how  to  bring  the  stock  market  out  of 
the  doldrums,  since  it  is  an  important  instrument 
for  raising  the  capital  necessary  for  growth,  be 
said. 

The  ministry's  subsidies  budget  for  industrial 
development  will  grow  by  nearly  a  third  next 
year  to  NIS  2.16  billion,  compared  with 
NIS  1.63b.  this  year. 

“In  general,  businesses  are  optimistic  -  which 
translates  into  investments  for  the  future  and,  in 
part,  in  an  encouraging  trend  of  a  growing  num¬ 
ber  of  companies  asking  for  support  for  research 
and  development,”  Harish  told  the  committee. 

He  pointed  to  the  vast  improvement  in  the 
ministry’s  Investment  Center’s  performance  re¬ 
cord  concerning  the  number  of  investments  that 
were  actually  carried  out 

In  1991,  only  $576  million  in  investments  were 
carried  out  in  the  first  10  mouths  of  the  year,  in 
contrast  to  $1.2b.  during  the  same  period  this 
year.  Out  of  those  amounts,  5507m.  and  $lb. 
respectively,  were  industrial  investments.

TTIE  market  turned  buoyant  for 
the  second  day  running  as  prices 
rose  on  a  wide  front  yesterday. 

The  Two-Sided  Index  rose  0.9 
percent,  the  Maof  0.8%  and  the 
Karam  -  taking  its  cue  from  the 
previous  day’s  rises  -  dosed  2.7% 
higher. 

Turnover  was  somewhat  higher 
that*  usual,  at  N1S  124.5  million. 
Hie  Karam  market  contributed 
NIS46m. 

The  rise  in  the  total  turnover 
was  particularly  significant,  be¬ 
cause  the  mutual  funds  are  no 
longer  beset  by  the  sizeable  re¬ 
demptions  of  the  last  two 
months. 

The  past  two  months*  low  turn¬ 
overs,  ,  in  fact  induded  sales  of 
securities  by  the  mutual  funds. 
Once  these  sales  stopped,  the 
surplus  demand  for  shares 
appeared. 

The  most  noticeable  fact  about 
die  rises  was  their  breadth  -  85 
declines  to  799  rises. 

On  the  Two-Sided  market, 
there  were  eight  rises  for  each 
decline. 

As  on  Monday,  there  were  a 
few  securities  which  posted  sharp 
increases  -  Mivtah  Shamir  rose 
6%,  Mashov  5.9%,  Kavei  Ashrai 
6.4%,  TAT  5.1%,  ILDC  6.3% 
and  Gahelet  increased  10%. 

Money  managers  were  the 
most  active  elements  in  the  trad¬ 
ing,  buying  practically  everything 
in  sight 

Koor  was  much  in  demand, 
with  a  high  turnover  of  NIS  7  mil¬ 
lion  and  declined  1%.  The  effect 
of  the  postponement  of  the  Ta- 
diran  issue  on  the  NYSE  may 
have  influenced  investors’  views 
of  the  security. 

Israel  Chemicals  was  up  1.1% 
on  a  turnover  of  NIS  4.2m. 

The  most  interesting  develop¬ 
ments  were  in  the  Karam,  which 
seems  to  be  experiendng  a  re¬ 
birth.  The  rise  in  turnovers  and 
the  sharp  increases  in  its  index 
are  an  indication  of  the  return  of 
investors  to  that  market. 

Some  of  these  securities  have 
been  hacked  to  a  small  percent¬ 


age  of  their  book  value.  Some  of 
them  are  not  worth  much,  but 
quite  a  few  securities  represent 
companies  with  good  results,  a 
decent  book  value  and  potential. 

As  long  as  the  market  was  un¬ 
der  the  influence  of  the  mutual 
funds  selling  indiscriminately, 
there  was  nothing  that  could  be 
done. 

Yet  some  investors  have  been 
discreetly  buying  securities  on 
that  market 

Notice  that  the  gap  between 
the  Karam  and  the  Two-Sided  is 
now  12%  in  favoT  of  the  Two- 
Sided.  Not  so  long  ago,  it  was  still 
25%  in  favor  of  the  Two-Sided.  A 
year  ago,  it  was  slightly  more 
than  40%  in  favor  of  the  Karam. 

The  problem  is,  of  course,  that 
the-  fundamentals  of  the  Karam 
market  are  still  poor.  There  are 
enough  corporations  which  have 
the  kind  of  profitability  which 
may  make  them  attractive  to  the 
average  investor. 

So  far,  it  will  remain  the  do¬ 
main  of  the  money  manager  and 
the  small  investor,  should  he  re¬ 
turn  to  the  market.  The  mstitu- 
tionals  are  not  too  eager  to  re¬ 
enter  that  market. 

The  big  question  is  the  CPI, 
due  to  be  announced  today. 
Should  it  be  high,  and  high  means 
anything  more  than  1%-1.1%, 
the  nervousness  of  investors 
might  return. 

There  is  particular  concern  that 
the  Bank  of  Israel  might  again 
raise  interest  rates. 

The  next  hurdle  is  the  return  of 
the  Prime  Minister  from  bis  tour 
of  Southeast  Asia,  when  he  is  due 
to  announce  his  position  on  the 
issue,  of  the  capital  gams  lax. 

The  popular  bet  is  that  the  in¬ 
dex  is  likely  to  be  reasonably  high 
and  the  rate  most  often  men¬ 
tioned  in  TASE  corridors  is 
1.4%,  which  is  definitely  high. 

Rabin's  position  is  anybody’s 
guess.  There  is  concern  he  may 
have  painted  himself  into  a  cor¬ 
ner,  losing  face  and  prestige 
whatever  he  does.

A  SUPERB  equalizing  goal  by 
Ronnie  Rosenthal  in  the  83  rd 
minute  —  his  third  in  as  many 
national  team  efforts  -  saw  Israel 
gain  a  very  respectable  1-1  draw 
against  Romania  in  its  European 
Nations’  Championship  Group  1 
qualifier  at  the  National  Stadium 
in  Ramai  Gan  yesterday. 

The  game  ended  with  the 
packed  terraces  awash  with  ban¬ 
ners  and  flags  as  the  home  fans 
chanted  anrf  homage  to  he¬ 
ms  Rosenthal  and  super  sub  Itzik 
Zohar,  the  architects  of  a  great 
team  performance.  For  the  suc¬ 
cess-starved  locals,  the  final  whis¬ 
tle  was  a  poignant  moment  that 
all  who  witnessed  the  match  will 
savor. 

Romania  leads  Group  1  with 
eight  points,  ahead  of  Israel  on 
goal  difference.  France  is  two 
points  adrift.  All  three  are 
unbeaten. 

The  capacity  44,000  crowd  saw 
a  lively  match  in  which  both 
teams  produced  constructive,  at¬ 
tacking  soccer  and  stout  defend¬ 
ing.  The  result  did  justice  to  both 
sides. 

After  a  scoreless  first  halt  the 
visitors  drew  first  blood  as  Marius 
Lacutus  scored  in  the  70th  min¬ 
ute.

The  visitors  realized  that  they 
needed  to  take  command  and 
raise  their  game.  Marius  Lacatus 
was  dispossessed  in  the  area  as  he 
was  setting  up  to  shoot  in  the 
eighth  aiinute.

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‘New-look’  Russians  are  coming

HOW  rimes  have  changed!  It  was  not  so  long  ago 
that  a  game  against  the  Russians  was  the  talk  of  the 
town.  In  the  collective  memory  of  this  country,  few 
events  match  the  excitement  surrounding  Maccabi 
Tel  Aviv’s  91-79  victory  over  CSKA  Moscow  in 
1977. 

Not  only  did  the  victory  “put  us  on  the  map,’’  in 
Tal  Brody’s  immortal  words,  it  was  toe  moment 
when  Maccabi  transcended  sport  to  become  a  sym¬ 
bol  of  Jewish  triumph. 

Tonight,  however,  Moscow's  appearance  at  Yad 
Eliyahu  is  just  another  game  in  tire  quest  to  reach 
the  Final  Four  of  the  European  Club 
Championships. 

Batik  then,  there  was  no  mistaking  the  role  of 
politics  in .  the  matchup.  One  of  the  first  signs  of 
glasnnst  affecting  Israel  was  toe  1988  Kremlin  deci¬ 
sion  —  a  year  before  toe  Soviets  allowed  Jews  to 
emigrate  en  masse  —  to  allow  CSKA  Moscow  to  host 
Maccabi  and  then  play  in  Tel  Aviv.  (Previously  the 
games  were  played  in  a  neutral  site  in  Europe  be¬ 
cause  toe  Soviets  refused  to  host  Maccabi  or  allow 
its  teams  to  play  in  Israel)- 

There  was  such  an  interest  in  these  contests  that 
the  Israel  Electric  Corporation,  knowing  that  practi¬ 
cally  every  TV  in  the  country  would  be  on  at  game 
tone,  requested  that  people  refrain  from  using  other 
electrical  appliances  during  the  match  so  as  not  to 
overload  the  national  grid. 

This  season  is  CSKA’s  first  appearance  in  the 
championships*  fmal  pool  in  six  years,  as  tire  drear- 
ray  following  the  collapse  of  the  Soviet  Union  also 
affected  sports. 

Moscow  shocked  Antibes  in  tire  preliminaries  to 
reach  the  final  pool  and  became  the  surprise  team  in 
Group  A  with  three  straight  victories  over  Benfica 
Lisbon,  PAOK  Salonika  and  Panathinaikns. 

However,  Moscow  has  since  lost  two  in  a  row  -  at 
Real  Madrid  and  at  home  to  Scavolini  Pesaro. 

The  club,  coached  by  former  CSKA  point  guard 
Stenislav  Yarimaz,  is  talented  and  young,  with  its 
nucleus  an  average  age  of  24,  Although  CSKA  leads 


the  Russian  league,  with  a  9-0 .record,  a0  its  femous 
stars  are"  gone,  Moscow  now  has  toe  ultimate  in 
balanced  scoring,  with  five  playeis  .averaging  double 
figures:

Coach  Yarimaz  says  Moscow’s  recent  slump  may 
be  attributable  to  fatigue  suffered  by  tire  national 
team  members,  who  have  participated  in  the  World 
Championships  and  the  European  National  prelimi¬ 
naries  in  addition  to  all  toe  dob  games. 

Maccabi,  2-3,  has  problems  of  its  own.  Norris 
Coleman  has  a  stiff  neck  and  Radislav  Cmtic  has  not 
been  feeling  well  and  did  not  practise  much  this 
week. 

But  coming  off  a  victory  over  Olimpija  Ljubljana 
and  another  over  Hapoel  Tel  Aviv  in  the  league,  it 
has  a  good  opportunity  at  home  to  get  back  in  toe 
pack  in  toe  championships.

British  runner  banned 
for  testosterone  use 


Kf ar  Hamaccabiah 
wins  mixed  fours

LONDON  (Reuter)  -  British  runner  Diane  Modahl  was  banned  for 
four  years  yesterday  when  a  British  Athletic  Federation  (BAF)  disci¬ 
plinary  committee  upheld  a  laboratory  finding  that  she  had  tested 
positive  fo>  the  male  hormone  testosterone. 

The  former  Commonwealth  800-meters  champion  tested  positive  for 
excessive  levels  of  testosterone  at  a  meeting  in  Lisbon  on  June  18.  She 
is  toe  first  British  woman  track  and  field  athlete  to  toil  a  doping  test. 

She  is  ineligible  to  compete  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  abroad  for 
four  years  from  June  18, 1994. 

The  finding  is  subject  to  any  appeal  Modahl  might  bring  under  BAF 
or  IAAF  (International  Amateur  Athletic  Federation)  rales.” 

Modahl  was  flown  home  early  from  the  Victoria  Commonwealth 
Gaines  in  August  after  the  results  of  the  test  were  revealed  and 
suspended  pending  toe  BAF  bearing  which  opened  on  Tuesday. 

The  statement  said  Modahl’s  representatives  bad  argued  that  “there 
was  degradation  of  the  sample”. 

“ft  was  also  argued  that  there  was  failure  by  toe  laboratory  in  Lisbon 
to  observe  good  laboratory  practices.  By  reason  of  this  fadore  it  was 
argued  on  her  behalf  that  there  was  a  real  doubt  as  to  whether  the  tests 
were  fair  and  reliable. 

“The  committee  was  satisfied  that  the  specimen  tested  was  that  of 
Mrs  Modahl.  There  was  no  suggestion  of  tampering.  The  committee 
considered  very  carefully  toe  issue  of  degradation  and  its  possible 
effects.”

Hefetz 

blasts 

journalists 


Tender  for  local  radio  stations  to  be  issued  Sunday

POLICE  Inspector-General  As- 
saf  Hefetz  yesterday  blasted  the 
National  Federation  of  Journal¬ 
ists  for  presenting  him  and  Police 
Minister  Moshe  Shahal  with  an 
ultimatum  over  a  controversial 
wiretapping  investigation. 

The  federation  demanded  the 
resignation  of  both  Shahal  and 
Hefetz  if  the  probe  into  the  wide- 
scale  bugging  of  senior  media 
personnel,  politicians,  and  busi¬ 
nessmen,  is  not  completed  within 
a  month  and  those  who  commis¬ 
sioned  the  bugging  brought  to 
trial, 

Hefetz  said  the  police  are  mak¬ 
ing  headway  in  the  case.  '‘The 
federation’s  ultimatum,’’  he  said, 
“is  a  disgrace  to  journalism  and  is 
totally  unacceptable.  No  one  in¬ 
tends  to  resign  Journalists  and 
the  public  must  place  their  trust 
in  the  police  to  do  their  work  and 
complete  the  investigation.1 1 

Knesset  State  Control  Com¬ 
mittee  chairman  David  Magen 
said  yesterday  he  would  ask  State 
Comptroller  Miriam  Ben-Pora t 
to  examine  die  police's  handling 
of  the  investigation,  since  they 
have  been  unable  to  find  the 
guilty  parties.  Magen  said  he 
would  ask  Police  Minister  Moshe 
Shahal  and  Hefetz  to  appear  be¬ 
fore  the  committee  next  week. 

Hefetz  said  “top  investigators” 
are  working  within  the  limits  al¬ 
lowed  by  law  and  since  the  inves¬ 
tigation  involves  journalists  and 
media  personnel,  it  is  a  “most 
sensitive  and  complicated  one.” 

Referring  to  a  time  when  his 
own  phone  was  tapped  by  court 
order,  following  allegations  he 
had  confirmed  information  to  a 
reporter,  Hefetz  said  he  knows 
personally  how  unpleasant  bug¬ 
ging  is  and  condemned  the  phe¬ 
nomenon. 

“Bugging  phones  is  an  extreme 
violation  of  privacy  -  I  know,  I 
was  hurt  by  it  too,”  he  said. 

Hefetz  refused  to  same  people 
suspected  of  commissioning  wire¬ 
tapping  from  private  investiga¬ 
tors  Rafi  Friedan  and  Ya’acov 
Tsur,  awaiting  trial  on  40  counts 
of  bugging,  but  said  there  are  new 
developments  in  the  case  which 
may  lead  to  arrests. 

At  least  one  private  investiga¬ 
tor  questioned  after  the  arrest  of 
Tsur  and  Friedan  has  written 
statements  incriminating  a  news¬ 
paper  publisher,  but  this  is  not 
admissible  as  evidence.  Police 
went  to  the  investigator’s  home 
and  found  a  small  amount  of 
hashish,  then  told  him  that  if  he 
did  not  tell  everything  he  knew 
about  Friedan  and  Tsur,  he 
would  be  charged  with  possessing 
drugs.  The  investigator  cooperat¬ 
ed  fully,  even  showing  police 
where  a  car,  used  for  holding  tape 
recorders  to  record  conversa¬ 
tions,  was  parked  at  Ben-Gurion 
Airport. 


THE  first  stage  in  breaking  gov¬ 
ernment  and  Army  Radio  mo¬ 
nopoly  over  legal  radio  broad¬ 
casts  will  take  place  Sunday, 
when  the  tender  for  local  stations 
is  scheduled  to  be  issued. 

At  a  press  conference  in  Tel 
Aviv  yesterday.  Communications 
Minister  Shulamit  Aloni,  Second 
Television  and  Radio  Authority 
Director-General  Nahman  Shai, 
and  Second  Authority  Council 
Chairman  Yossi  Peled  signed  the 
regulations  and  map  defining  the 
stations’  operations. 


Some  100  groups  have  ex¬ 
pressed  interest  in  applying  for 
the  tender,  which  will  be  for  the 
first  seven  stations:  greater  Jeru¬ 
salem,  the  Dan  region,  Haifa  and 
the  bayside  area,  the  Sharon, 
Galilee  and  the  Golan,  the  Ne¬ 
gev,  and  Eilat. 

The  second  stage  will  see  16 
statioas  operating  in  11  areas. 
The  first  franchises  are  scheduled 
to  be  chosen  by  March  and  begin 
operations  two  months  later. 

“The  stations  will  be  expected 
to  address  the  needs  of  the  local 
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population  in  its  full  variety,” 
said  Shai.  However,  they  must 
broadcast  national  news  at  least 
three  times  daily. 

The  franchise  holders  will  be 
chosen  for  their  technical  ability, 
broadcasting  experience,  and  fi¬ 
nancial  background,  said  Shai. 
However,  pirate  stations  still 
broadcasting  when  the  tender  is 
issued  will  not  be  allowed  to  par¬ 
ticipate  and  experience  gained  as 


a  pirate  station  wifi  not  be  taken 
into  consideration,  he  said.  - 
The  stations  will  be  entirely 
commercial,  relying  mainly  on 
advertising  income.  The  applica¬ 
tion  forms  will  cost  NIS  20,000 
and  each  applicant  will  have  to 
deposit  NIS  35,000. 

Aloni  warned  the  yet-to-bc- 
bom  stations  of  falling  into  the 
trap  of  equating  commercial 
needs  with  vulgarity.  “In  this 
field  there  can  be  good  taste  and 
poor  taste,  and  1  hope  it  will  be 
the  former.  I  hope  they  will  not 


start  only  handing  out  prizes  and 
holding  raffles  and  lotteries,”- she 
said,  taking  a  dig  at  tire  two  larg¬ 
est  national  papers.  The  tender 
strictly  controls  cross-ownership 
and  groups  with  interests  in  ei¬ 
ther  cable  television  or  the  Sec¬ 
ond  Hmnnel  -  such  as  Yediot 
Aharonot  and  Ma'ariv  —  will  not 
be  eligible. 

“These  wifi  be  local  stations  to 
rstyr  for  local  needs,  and  local 
advertisers  will  be  able  to  publish 
their  services  and  goods,”

ETHIOPIAN  immigrants  have 
made  Israel  richer  and  Ethiopia 
poorer,  Ethiopian  Ambassador 
Kongit  Sinegiorgis  said 
yesterday. 

Sinegiorgis  was  speaking  at  a 
celebration  marking  the  tenth  an¬ 
niversary  of  Operation  Moses,  at 
the  Jewish  Agency  offices  in  Tel 
Aviv.  The  ambassador  was  invit¬ 
ed  by-  aliya  department  head  Uri 
Gordon. 

“No  force  wifi  separate  us,” 
Sinegiorgis  told  the  young  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Ethiopian  Jewish  com¬ 
munity  gathered  at  die  meeting. 
“I  see  you  as  my  compatriots.  I 
feel  far  you.”  She  urged  the  Is¬ 
raeli  authorities  to  “handle  fee 
Ethiopian  immigrants  with  kid 
gloves.  They  are  a  proud  people 
and  don’t  make  a  fuss  [when  they 
have  problems]  ...  Once  they  are 
on  their  feet,  they’ll  be  an  asset  to 
IsraeL”  -  . . 

Gordon  said  there  are  59,000 
Ethiopian  Jews  in  50  towns  in 
Israel  today.  Between  1982  and 
1984,  some  7,000  olim  had  been 
brought  by  sea  and  air  in  small 
groups,  in  daring  campaigns, 
from  the  camps  in  Sudan.  But  it 
became  clear  that  only  a  major 
operation  would  save  the  lives  of 
the  Jews  who  had  walked  hun¬ 
dreds  of  kOometere  from  Ethio¬ 
pia  and  were  dying  of  illness  and 
famine.  Thus  was  bom  Operation 
Moses. 

Some  8,000  people  were  airlift¬ 
ed  from  Ethiopia  via  Sudan  over 
a  45-day  period  which  began  ou 
November  21,  1984. 

“We  haven’t  forgotten  Ethio¬ 
pia.  We  have  strong  sentimental 
ties  to  our  country  of  birth  and  go 
bade  to  see  the  beautiful  scenery, 
even  though  the  Jews  have  left,” 
said  Addisu  Mesalia,  head  of  the 
United  Ethiopian  Jewish  Organi¬ 
zations  in  Israel.  He  expressed 
satisfaction  that  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions  between  the  two  countries 
have  developed  so  well. 

Ten-year-old  Mazal  Masu,  who 
was  born  during  Operation  Mo¬ 
ses,  presented  Sinegiorgis  with  a 
bouquet  Of  flowers.

Four  remanded  for  alleged  involvement  in  gangster’s  slaying 


FOUR  men  -  three  currently 
serving  prison  sentences  -  were 
remanded  for  nine  days  by  Tel 
Aviv  Magistrate’s  Court  yester¬ 
day  on  suspicion  of  murdering 
underworld  figure  Yehezkel  As¬ 
lan  in  February  1993. 

Police  suspect  that  Eli  Cohen, 
serving  five  years  far  his  part  in 
an  international  drug  smuggling 
operation,  shot  and  killed  Aslan 
as  he  was  leaving  a  Tel  Aviv 
restaurant. 
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His  lawyer,  Benny  Nahari,  said 


that  while  the  police  request  for  a 
remand  is  only  technical,  since 
his  client  is  a  convict,  Cohen  is 
suffering  in  the  police  lock-up  be¬ 
cause  he  has  various  illnesses. 

Police,  who  have  been  investi¬ 
gating  the  murder  for  nearly  two 
years,  said  Cohen  has  been  under 
constant  surveillance  during  that 
time.  Other  prisoners  prepared 
to  inform  on  Cohen  and  get  him 
to  talk  about  Aslan’s  murder 
were  planted  in  his  cell 


Reuven  “Banjo”  Anizanshi- 
vifii  and  Uri  Lonzon,  serving  sen¬ 
tences  for  extortion,  were  also 
remanded  yesterday.  Lonzon  has 
refused  to  answer  detectives’ 
questions.  Anizanshvflli  is  due  to 
be  released  from  jafl  shortly,  but 
police  said  his  release  would  dis¬ 
rupt  their  inquiries.

THE  Knesset  yesterday  gave  fi- 
nal  approval  to  a  law  stiffening 
punishment  for  employers  and 
manpower  agents  who  employ 
unlicensed  foreign  workers. 

According  to  the  amendment 
to  the  Foreign  Workers  Law  (Il¬ 
legal  Employment),  employers 
will  now  be  tiable  to  six  months  in 
jail  for  employing  unlicensed 
workers,  whether.  Palestinians  or 
overseas  laborers. 

Until  now,  employers  could  be 
fined  NIS  1,000  for  each  worker, 
while  those  who  decided  to  con¬ 
test  the  fine  in  court  were  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  NIS  15,000.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  new  law,  employ¬ 
ers  of  unlicensed  workers  will  be 
fined  up  to  NIS  28,000.  The  law
